FAST TiNB AT HARLEM. 

Harlem opened its final nine days’ meeting of 
1901 most anspicionely, fair weat^'er, a big 
crowd and an excellent card of seven races all 
chiming in to make the day’s sport one long to 
be rem<)mbered. The track wee in the best con- 
dition possible and exceptionally fast time was 
the rnU thronghont the afternoon. Hargis es- 
tablished a new track record for fonr and a 
half fnrlorgs, rnnniog the distance in 53^, 
which ie three-fifths of a second faster than the 
previ'^us track standard. 

The feature event of the day was the Oak 
Park Baudicap, a dash of one and an eighth 
miles for three-year-olds, with $1,000 added.
